Johnson carried St. Paul, 
according to incom plete returns. 


Minneapolis cast 21,333 ballots 
in the preference primary. 
Ful­ 
ly half of that vote was cast by 
women. 
It is estim ated that 
there are approximately 150,000 
voters in Minneapolis, m en and 
women. 
The showing made in Minne­ 
apolis considered rem arkable by 
all political observers, throws in­ 
to sharp relief the disgracefully 
small vote cast in the state out­ 
rid e of Minneapolis and St. Paul. 
So far as the state at large is 
concerned, -the 
preference pri­ 
mary “rigged up” by the Repub­ 
lican State Central com m ittee of 
which Gustaf Lindquist Is chair­ 
man, proved to be a huge joke. 
In m ost places less than five per 
cent of the total Republican vote 
was polled. 
In at least half of 
the rural precincts of the state 
there was no voting at all.

but the vote for all candidates 
was so small as to make the test 
of sentim ent almost ridiculous.

He said he 
would get out and work for the m an who will in turn work for such a 
tariff. 
L. H. HENRY, dry goods salesm an, who visits practically every 
town in California, said th a t Johnson will be the next president if the 
resu lt of the election can be judged by C alifornia sentim ent. 
Henry 
said he has been a Johnson m an since the days w'hen Johnson first 
aspired to public office and th at in those days he predicted Johnson 
would some day be president. 
“My prediction is going to come true 
next Novem ber,” Henry said. 
He also declared th at w ithout doubt the 
Republican convention will nom inate the Californian. 
MRS. L. H. METCALF, local club woman, is not so m uch in favor 
of any one candidate as she is opposed to Johnson.

Gas Association, arid United States 
Senator Win, 
M. Calder, 
of 
New 
York, was made public a t headquar­ 
ters of the gas association here. 
In his letter to Senator Calder, 
Mr. Fogg says th at gas companies 
and those interested in the gas busi­ 
ness have been accused of actively 
opposing the law and of spreading 
propaganda among farm ers to cause 
Its repeal. He denies these charges 
and in the course of his correspond­ 
ence brings out the interesting fact 
that the effect of the law upon gas 
companies has been so negligible as 
to be unw orthy of consideration. 
Senator Calder, who is a prom i­ 
nent advocate of daylight saving, re­ 
plied to H r. Fogg's letter as fol­ 
lows : 
“I have often heard it charged 
that the gas and electric light com­ 
panies conducted a propaganda 
in 
opposition to the Daylight 
Saving 
law, but while I have made careful 
inquiry, I have found no facts w hat­ 


ever to substantiate this charge.” 
“This association,” says Secretary - 
M anager 
Fogg, 
“has never 
been 
asked by a single individual m em ­ 
ber or m em ber com pany to oppose 
or discourage daylight saving in any 
way w hatsoever, nor has it 
ever 
heard of a case of opposition on the 
part of any one of its 1700 individ­ 
ual m em bers or of its 330 gas com­ 
pany m em bers.”

the electric man of Denver, w h o ,! 
in a letter to his m ayor on the su b -;
